Local Option Most Etfective. 

There are only three states of tbe 17 
which made the prublbltloo expert 
meet that cling lo the error ol their 
way. Maloe, tbe original aoii-llquor 
stale, still bolds out, and with It are 
Kansas and North Dakota Rut the 
others have gradually falleo from tbe 
ranks and subatliuied some form of lo- 
cal optloo or high llceose for state pro- 
hibition. Tbe prohibition movement, 
which began ball a century ago, came 
as a protest against tbe excessive 
drunkenness of tbe limes. Indlscrlmt 
nate tippling was becoming a serious 
menace to soctuiy. Tbe evil was su 
great that fervent movement was arous- 
ed In opposllloo. Tbe first temperance 
convention was held in Fbiladeipbta 
In 1833. Nine years later the Sons of 
Temperance society was organixed, 
and In 1H49, with the arrival of Father 
Mathew, began tbe great temperance 
revival which resulted In the Maine 
prohibitory law lo 1861, aod spread 
ibrougboui tbe north In checking 
tbe excessive Intemperance of the 
times this early probibitluo movement 
proved of great value. But tbe states 
soon began to discover disadvantages 
lo tbe scheme, which Isd them gradu- 
ally to abandon It for other methods 
more reasonable aod more effecllve It 
was found to be Impossible to enforce 
the statute In unwilling communlllec. 
In these It degenerated into a local op- 
tion svttem, with ifie defects involved 
in the eocouragumeoi of cant aod In 
tbe open disregard for tbe law. Most 
ol tbe states, therefore, have preferred 
frankly to adopt tbe plan of local op- 
tion as simpler, more effective aod 
more wboleeorae to tbe community'e 
' morsis.
